Sourmknx Ixpustrins Axp Sovrnenx Rain-
wavs.—The Washington correspondent of the
New York Express says:

It is & faet not generally known in the North,
that four-firths of the rer class of whites at
the Bouth are clothed in homespun, either lin
en, cotton or wollen, or linsey woolsey—as
their forefathers were in the revolation. John
Raodolph used frequently to wear it: so did
another eccentric person—S8hoeco Jones, of
North Carolina. It is spun and woven by the
negroes and * plain” white women all over the
Southern States. The wanufacture of this
style of goods has obtained a great increase
since the opening of the war. As staled re
cently in this correspondence, it is highly prob
able that peace will find the South far more ad-
vanced in certain kinds of indusiry than atany
previous period of her history.

The Southern railways, having no frieg'it to
transport for merchants or planters, are used
almost exclusively for the transportation of
iroops, and rro!iliuns. and munitions of
war., Being of a uniform gauge, the ears and
locomotives of one compnny can be employed
by all the others. Between Monigomery and
Manassas there is only one break, nnd that is
at Petersburg. From New Orleans to Manas-
sas there is no reshipment necessury. Beiweon
Bogton and Washington, on the other hand,
three breaks ocour in the line, without count-
ing the crossing the SBusquehanna. The new
Bouthern railways ara of the first clavs, and
several of the old works have been relaid with
heavy iron, Distinguished engineers like La-
trobe, MeNeil, Chiﬁl. Croset, Ellet, Mahone,
Garuet and Pritohard, have been engaged for
A quarter of & contury in the construetion of
these works, with the aid of the most success-

ful Northern contractors.
